•HE UNIONS have no better friend In the 
Senate than Oregon's Wayna Morse. Ro when 
he talked recently on wages before Jhe C I. O. 
International Woodworker# of th# Pacific North 
west, he had a rrceptlv* audience. Rut It must 
have been surprised at what he said. 
He challenged the union*' movj for a third 
round of wage Increases and dared them to prove 
that the last round, averaging 18$ rents, repre­ 
sented a net gain of more than 2 cents In pur­ 
chasing power. So sensitive are prices today, 
Sen. Morse warned, that another round of in­ 
creases wouldn’t even add up lo a net gain of 
I cent. 
Union leaders know that. in this era of large 
profits, it la not difficult to win wage increases, 
because industry simply passes the added costs 
along to the consumer; that is, the wage earner. 
Rut responsible union leader* also know that 
what Sen. Morse said Is true.

require 
self-denial and unselfish action on the part of 
industry and labor alike One or the other can 
upset the applecart. Pulling in tandem, they can 
bring wages and prices Into their proper re­ 
lationship.

Industrious Holland's Recovery From Ravages of War 


Sets an Example for the Other Countries of Europe 
I 
INY HOLLAND, which was so hard hit 
by the war that her starving people 
consumed 500,000,000 tulip bulbs, has 
made greater strides toward recovery 
than any other country in Europe. Food 
still is rigidly rationed and shortages of 
materials hamper reconstruction, but 
most of Holland's industrial plants are 
back in production, the number of per­ 
sons unemployed is dropping steadily and 
half of the 122,000 homes destroyed dur­ 
ing the war have been rebuilt. 
It may take another two years to 
cleanse Holland's soil of the plant-killing 


salt absorbed when the Dutch dikes were 
blasted, but even last year the industri­ 
ous farmers of the Netherlands produced 
a surplus crop of vegetables. Only a 
scarcity of canning facilities prevented 
the Dutch from exporting large quanti­ 
ties of vegetables to the United States, a 
condition they hope to remedy this year. 
The pictures on this page, from the 
documentary March of Time's ' End of an 
Empire?" emphasize how the Nether­ 
lands, despite colonial troubles and.five 
years of Naal occupation, is on the road 
back to normalcy.
